Readers  of  this  release  are  cautioned  that  it  re¬ 
ports  sales  commitments  outstanding  as  of  the 
date  indicated,  all  of  which  are  subject  to  mod¬ 
ification,  deferral  or  cancellation  by  mutual 
agreement  of  the  parties.  It  is  unlikely  that  all 
reported  quantities  will  be  exported.  Our  brief 
experience  with  this  monitoring  system  sug¬ 
gests  that  sales  are  apt  to  exceed  exports,  some¬ 
times  by  substantial  amounts,  during  periods 
when  supplies  are  in  balance  with  expected  de¬ 
mand.  Actual  shipments  to  date  may  provide 
a  more  reliable  measure  of  current  export  ac¬ 
tivity.  A  meaningful  export  projection  is  not 
obtainable  by  the  simple  device  of  adding  out¬ 
standing  sales  commitments  to  exports  to  date. 
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EXPORT  SALES  REPORT 

Comments  on  December  12,  1974,  release: 

Wheat :  During  the  past  week,  additional  sales  to  Pakistan  and  Bangladesh 
were  registered  under  the  daily  reporting  system.  The  apparent  export  commit¬ 
ment  (cumulative  exports  plus  outstanding  sales)  for  1974/75  is  now  26.2  mil¬ 
lion  metric  tons  (M.T.),  compared  to  the  new  USDA  estimate  range  of  28.6  - 

31.3  million  M.T.,  up  from  the  previous  estimate  of  27.2  -  29*9  million  M.T. 

Feed  Grains :  The  apparent  export  commitment  for  1974/75  increased  during  the 
week  hy  about  600,000  M.T.,  with  the  main  changes  recorded  for  the  European 
Community  (EC),  East  Germany,  and  Mexico.  Most  of  the  increase  was  for  corn. 
During  the  first  two  months  of  1974/75 ,  corn  exports  have  been  running  at  an 
annual  rate  within  the  range  of  the  current  USDA  estimate  when  adjusted  for 
normal  seasonal  variations. 

Rice :  The  apparent  export  commitment  for  1974/75  was  virtually  unchanged 
during  the  week  and  continues  to  be  well  below  the  USDA  estimate,  which  was 
increased  during  the  week  from  a  range  of  2.6  -  2.9  million  M.T.  to  3.1  - 

3.3  million  M.T. 


Soybeans :  The  unadjusted  annual  rate  of  exports  through  December  1  declined 
slightly,  from  l4.1  to  about  l4.0  million  M.T.,  but  still  remains  within  the 
range  of  the  USDA  estimate  for  1974/75-  Apparent  export  commitments  to  Spain 
now  total  just  over  1.2  million  M.T.  (including  280,000  M.T.  in  shipments  to 
date),  about  the  same  quantity  as  total  exports  to  that  country  in  1973/74. 
According  to  USDA  estimates,  Spain  will  import  between  1.2  -  1.3  million  M.T. 
of  U.S.  soybeans  and  up  to  200,000  M.T.  of  Brazilian  soybeans  in  1974/75- 
The  Government  of  Spain  has  estimated  its  import  requirement  for  soybeans 
from  all  sources  at  1.55  million  M.T.  Spain  is  also  expected  to  import  small 
quantities  of  U.S.  soybean  meal. 


Soybean  Cake  and  Meal:  The  unadjusted  annual  rate  of  exports  for  1974/75 
continues  to  remain  at  just  under  4  million  M.T.,  significantly  below  apparent 
export  commitments  and  the  USDA  estimate.  Outstanding  sales  to  known 
(primarily  EC)  and  unknown  destinations  declined  by  389,000  M.T.  during  the 
week,  while  exports  totalled  only  74,300  M.T. 


Soybean  Oil:  During  the  week,  USDA  raised  its  estimate  of  1974/75  exports 
from  a  range  of  408,000  -  *199,000  M.T.  to  454,000  -  544, 000  M.T. 


Cotton:  Only  63,000  running  bales  (R.B.)  were  exported  during  the  week, 
bringing  the  total  for  1974/75  to  about  728,000  R.B.  The  apparent  export 
commitment  increased  marginally  for  the  third  consecutive  week  and  now  totals 
4.2  million  R.B.  USDA  has  lowered  its  estimate  of  1974/75  exports  from  a 
range  of  3-8  -  4.3  million  R.B.  to  3-6  -  4.1  million  R.B. 


SUMMARY— APPROVAL  AND  DAILY  REPORTING  SYSTEMS 
(Oct.  7  -  Dec.  10,  1974) 


On  October  7,  1974,  the  Department  established  a  system  under  which  exporters  were 
asked  to  obtain  Department  approval  prior  to  making  certain  export  sales  of  wheat, 
feed  grains,  soybeans  and  soybean  meal.  On  October  21  and  November  21,  the  system 
was  revised  to  request  exporters  to  make  their  export  sales  and  destination  changes 
subject  to  approval  by  the  Department's  Foreign  Agricultural  Service,  thus  eliminating 
the  "hunting  license"  feature  of  the  earlier  program.  At  the  same  time,  the  mandatory 
daily  reporting  system  (begun  on  Sept.  12)  was  combined  with  the  approval  system.
